Corsage*, Millinery and Waist* for the Mid- 


mmmer 8*MOD. 


Altliougb there are no decided devi- 


ations in the main lines upon which 
fashion is moving, there is an endless 
SHI IL-S of innovations in minor charac- 
teristics 
Taking the single item of 


the corsage, the styles are legion. 
Very often they are most effectively 
made of fragments put together with 
snch picturesque effect that they out- 
i-ie many a richer style made of a 
tingle material. When two or three 
fabrics combine to form a single corsage 
the lining of the waistcoat is cut to be- 
gin with.

on the Republican side of the chamber, 
while the political wisdom of the appoint 
ment is conceded by the Democrats who 
opposed the selection of Mr. Phelps. 


Melville W. Puller is a native of the 


State of Maine. He ia in his fifty-fifth 
year; a graduate of Bowdoin college; has 
never Piled nor sought an office, is a 
recognized leader of the Chicago bar, and 
has held a high place in the councils of 
the Democratic party. Early in the ad 
ministration of Mr. Cleveland he was

Judge Fuller Beceives the Announce- 
ment. 


CHICAGO, May 1.—The announcement of 


the nomination of Melville VV. Fuller, of 
Chicago, to be Chief-Justice of the Su 
preme Court of the United States, was re- 
ceived with great delight by the leading 
members of the bar of this city, and by 
many prominentcitizens. Mr. Fuller was 
informed of his nomination yesterday 
afternoon while seated at the lunch table 
in the Iroquols Club. He seemed almost 
dazed for a moment.

said, when asked how he felt about the 
nomination.

LONDON, May I.—In the House of Com- 


mons lost evening Kr. Balfour moved a 
second reading of tlie bill providing for 
payment of tlie salary of Colonel E. R. 
King-Harmon, as Parliamentary Under- 
secretary for Ireland. 


Mr. Join Morley moved the rejection of 


the bill. 
Colonel King-Harmon's ap- 


pointment, he said, was regarded by the 
people as a distinct indication that the 
Government was taking bides in a social 
war in Ireland. The office to which King- 
Harmon had oeen appointed was created 
by the Ministry solely to give employ- 
ment to a man they had found upon their 
hands and couldn't get rid of.

tion was carried, 229 to 130.

FOUND DEAD. 


George Bteinen Expires at the Foot 
of a Stairway. 


This morning between 5 and 6 o'clock 


George Steinen, a German, was found 
dead at the foot of a stairway at the rear 
of Shilling's drag store in Commercial 
Block, on East Eldorado street. The 
body was removed to Coroner Perl's 
office, where the inquest was held at 
10:30 a. m. The jurymen were Jacob 
Sine. Jack Lilly, Dr. N. D. Myers, Hor- 
ace Davenport, D. B. Landis and James 
Holhnger. The witnesses were William 
Bush, George Ballentine and J. H. Eth- 
eridge. It was shown that Steinen, as 
early as 4:15 a. m., was seen coming out 
of the cellar under Kincaid's saloon, and 
that he was so drunk he could scarcely 
get out. He fell back twice. The saloon 
was closed at that hour. Later, Bush saw 
the deceased in the saloon talking with 
the barkeeper. 
Bush went out and 


stood on the corner near the drug store, 
where he met Etheridge. While looking 
westward, Bush saw the barkeeper and 
Steinen standing on the pavement near 
the front of the saloon, the former mo- 
tioning to Bush to come and take Steinen 
away.

;he neck and no bruises apparent. It 
was the Doctor's opinion that death was 
he result of suffocation. Such was the 
verdict of the jury.

Alter 
remaining there for a while he was sent to Ben- 
on Barracks, St. Louis, Mo., and afterward 
transferred Irom there to the Invalid Corps at 
Qumcy, 111., where he remained until the 27th 
day of August, 1864, when he was discharged on 
account of wounds and failing health. Since 
that time he has been a great sufferer at times, 
and through all of the years since theu falling 
health has remained, with both him and his 
family, and life's duties with him were gradually 
but certainly winding .to a close. Mr. Morris 
was a Quiet citizen, and served in some of the 
township offices at different times, was always 
faithful In duty in. oflice, and in all relations of 
life he was a Kind and obliging neighbor, an 
affectionate husband and father, and when his 
last moment came he was still a fearless soldier 
—he met death calmly, expressing an earnest 
desire to retire to his final rest. He was laid to 
rest by the G: A. R. Fost of Mt. Zion in Salem 
cemetery, Macon county, lit, on the 26th day ol 
April, 1888.

Tue Liverpool Docks — London Bridge. 


Dock—A' 7OO-year-oHl Church—A Van-, 
rial Performance—A Mliuaed Trust. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


LONDON, April 2.—It is perhaps quite 


natural that the first fact impressing itself 
strongly on the pilgrim to these shores is the 
docks, just as in Venice, it is not palaces or 
churches or people that fix the attention of 
the traveler, but canals and gondolas. The 
only impression left by Liverpool is that it is 
all docks, and their massiveuess gives a de- 
licious sense of security to the sea tossed voy- 
ager, with whom the ocean lias had its way 
for interminable days and nights of terror. 


In London there is for long no memory of 


tumultous waves or of theso barriers of man 
against them. 
In fact London, being a 


dozen cities like Liverpool, there is not time 
even to think of its bulwarks till it has been 
discovered that much of the immensity can 
be ignored entirely and tho real knowledge 
thus happily limits itself to a comparatively 
small area. It is in crossing London bridge 
that one first begins to take note of them,, 
this bridge being as impossible to exclude 
from any record of odd corners as King 
Charles I from Mr. Dick's memorial. 


It is a world of a town, and, 09 in the larger 


world, "all sorts and conditions of men" 
come and go, no stranger life being lived 
than that about these very docks. At present 
they throng with the "unemployed," that 
throng whose case 
is so pitiful that 


tho world is watching what the end 
will 
be, 
but 
with 
them 
to-day 
we 


have 
nothing 
to 
do. 
Quite 
apart 


from them is another throng, the regular 
army of unemployed, and not the army of 
this winter alone, always ready for a chance 
Job, and thronging at the gates in the early 
morning, hoping to be taken on as supple- 
ments to the regular laborers. Ragged-often, 
and always meanly clad, dirty and even re. 
pulsive as many are, their ranks hold men 
who havo onco been called gentlemen, and 
who liad tender nurture and upbringing. 
There are exiles here too; German or Italian 
or Polish; men who from a prosperous be- 
ginning have come at lost to this, but who 
chose it rather than to starve or steal. The 
Irish contingent is there also, u- hard work- 
ing, self sacrificing race, at least in this first 
stage of expatriation, half starving themselves 
oven when on full wages, in order to bring 
ovortheold people.and give to the priest. It 
is seldom they who fill the beer houses, 
though now and then they give one to the 
class with whom a personal inspection from 
the official at the gate is no breach of eti- 
quette, such inspection often revealing a 
bottle of liquor, a lump of gutta percha or 
some easily snatched and concealed treasure, 
for personal use and the pawnbroker. 


These crowds that throng the docks hold 


people of every nation under heaven, and 
when the eye passes from them to the ships 
there is no more wonder at tho complexity. 
"But the ships! Who shall describe those 
white sailed camels? Who shall tell in 
graphic words of the fantastic interlacing of 
their masts and rigging, of tho pitchy bur- 
liness of their bulging sides; of tlio hives of 
human ants who in barges and lighten 
surround

cargo cumbered decks? Strange sight to see, 
these mariners from every quarter of the 
globe; of every variety of stature and com- 
plexion, from the swarthy Malay to the 
almost albino Finn; in every phase of .pictur- 
esque costume, from the Suliote of the fruit' 
ship, in his camise and capote, to the Yankee 
foremast man in his red shirt, tarry trousers, 
and case knife hung by a strand of lanyard 
to his belt." 
•Back of them all rise tho ware houses, solid 
and gray and grim, lik'e all the rest of busi- 
ness London. 


Standing here at St. Katherlne's dock, 


close to the Tower, and as swarming .with 
life as all the rest, there comes suddenly the 
memory of another St. Kutherine's, far over 
in Regent's park; a chapel and six houses in 
two little rows and a big house and garden, 
all of which also answers to the name of St. 
Kutherine's by the Tower. 


Heroin lies a story, to bo told at onco, as

Wo are not far behind them in our own 
tendencies, but there is a certain satisfaction 
in recording an especially flagrant case of 
destroying a certain and time honored good, 
merely for a trifling addition to the annual 
register of national receipts. 


On this spot, whoro ships of cvory nation 


arc disgorging strange cargoes, stood for 700 
years a church known as the Abbey of East 
London, mid Walter Besaut has lately told 
its story. A church, "poor and small, com- 
pared with tho Abbey of the West, but stately 
and ancient; endowed by half a dozen sover- 
eigns; consecrated by tho memories of 700 
years; filled with tho monuments of great 
men and small men buried within her walls, 
standing in her own precinct; .with her 
own 
courts, 
spiritual 
and 
• temporal; 


with her own judges and officers; sur- 
rounded 
by the olaustral building be- 


longing to masters, brethren, sisters and 
bedoswomen. Tho church and tho hospital 
had long survived the intentions of the found- 
ers ; yet ns they stood, so ancient and vener- 
able, amid a dense population of rough sailors 
und sailor folk, with such enormous possibili- 
ties for good and useful work, sacred and 
secular, one is lost in wonder that the con- 
sent of parliament could be obtained foi 
their destruction." 


There is less wonder, when one reflects thai 


the date of the outrage was 1825—a year anc 
a time in which there was small thought of 
any claim of tho poor or tho worker, save 
here and there in an isolated mind. So there 
came to the old church its final service, auc 
with sounds of weeping and wailing the lasl 
words were spoken and the gray, ivy coverec 
walls given to their fate.

at the preacher died away the destroyers be- 
gan their work. They pulled down the church 
they hacked up the monuments and dug up 
the bones; they destroyed the master's house 
and cut down the trees in his quiet orchard 
they pulled down the brothers' houses rount 
the little ancient squaro;. they pulled down 
the row of sisters' and bedeswomen's houses 
they swept the people out of tho precinct anc 
destroyed tho streets; they pulled down the 
courts and opened the doors of the prison 
they grubbed up the burying ground, anc 
with the bones and the dust of the dead am 
tho rubbish of tlie foundations they filled uj 
the reservoir.- When all was- gpno they, le 
tho water into'the big hole'they'batl irinde 
and culled iL t<t. Kutberine's dock."

souls "from purgatory, to heaven, by the har- 
monious voices of tha iriastei', the brothers 
and sisters.'1 It was a religious house with a 
definite purpose, that jof .praying for the souls 
of these two children, and .when her grant of 
money had been swallowed up and the first 
rarpose ceased, other kings and queens saw 
;hat here was worthy, work to be done, and 
n their turn endowed.it anew. When tlie 
reformation abolished purgatory, the church 
still went oh with service for the inhabitants 
of the vicinity, bub itftime part of tho rev- 
enue was diverted for a school, thirty-five 
>oys and fifteen girls being maintained by 
ihe hospital This was little, but better thau 
nothing, and the'work went on till 1825 and 
ihe crown passed upon it. 


When this was accomplished, some twinges 


of couscience'came to the doers, and thus it 
chanced that as a memorial the buildings in 
Regent's park went up, and some of tlie old 
monuments were transferred to the chapel. 
The propert}' had increased enormously in 
value, and the income was over £7,000 a 
rear. Nobody appeared capable o£ seeing 
;hat it might do better things than give 
leavy salaries'for doing nothing to masters 
ana brothers, and provide them with houses 
and gardens. On the contrary, this appeared 
o be quite in harmony with, the stately char- 
acter of tho endowment, .and even Lord 


haucellor Eldon himself could see no better 


use for the revenues. Year by year they 
lave gained,.till now there is n .sura of £10,- 
OOD, useless for any real purpose. It is small 
wonder that Walter Besaut fixes, his practical 
eyes 
upon 
it, and cries out to Lord 


commissioners and all tho list o£ function- 
aries who may bo supposed to have power for 
action, to restore this sum to East London, 
where it belongs, and let it at last do some 
work worth tho doing. There are useless be- 
quests in our midst, like, for instance, that of 
Benjamin Franklin to the city of Boston for 
loans to young working men; but in all our 
story there is nothing so incredibly stupid 
and shortsighted as the story of St. ICatU- 
erine's by the Tower, and it is small wondor 
shat Walter Besant, with his warm heart anil 
clear head, cries out: 


Think what £10,000 a year might do, well 


administered! 
Think of the terrible and 


criminal waste in suffering all that money, 
which belongs to East London, to bo 
given 
away — year 
after 
year — in 


profitless alms 
to 
ladies 
and 
gentle- 


men in . return for no services rendered, 
or even pretended. 
Ten thousand pounds a 


year would run a magnificent school of in- 
dustrial education; it would teach thousands 
of lads and girls bow to USB their heads and 
bands; it wonld be a perennial living stream, 
changing tho thirsty desert into flowery 
meads and fruitful vineyards; it would save 
thousands of boys from the dreadful doom— 
a thing of these latter days—of being' able to 
learn no trade | it would dignify thousands 
and tens of thousands of lives with the 
knowledge and mastery of a craft; it would 
save from degredation and slavery th<l[.isands 
of men from the beery slums of drink and 
crime. Above all—perhaps this is the main 
consideration—the judicious employment of 
£10,000 a year would be presently worth 
many millions' a year to the city from' the 
skilled.labor it would cultivatoand the many 
arts it would develop and foster."
